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lacks freedom of handling, for which the artist is now noted, still is 
delicate and daintily composed. 

Benson's portrait of Mrs. Prendergast is an excellent work. It is 
one of those portraits that suggest to a stranger "I would know that 
person instantly." There may be a likeness or not to intimates, who are 
apt to look for trivialities in resemblance and might detect innumerable 
delicate inaccuracies— to an outsider who only sees the whole, there is 
that vital personality which suggests the sitter alive and moving. This 
is the great art of portrait painting, and it is highly reached in this 
example.
